WASHINGTON, Yan. 21.—Joseph 
P Kennedy, retiring Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, de- 
clared today that Britain’s leader- 
ship was divided over the question 
of the advisability of the United 
States becoming an active partici- 
pant in the war. 

Testifying before the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee, Kennedy 
said, in response to questions, that 


some members of the British Gov- 
ernment felt that if the United 
States entered the war it would 
“find a way to carry it through.” 
Others, he said, believed that 
United States entrance into the 
war would be a great detriment to 
Britain's war effort because it 
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| best for us; 


would slow down the flow of mate- 
rial aid from America. 

“There was no unanimity on the 
question,” he said. 

Kennedy reported he .went 
through more than 280 air raids 
during his service in England, told 
the committee that many people in 
the British Government felt they 
were not yet getting all the aid 
they might normally expect from 
the United States. 


Called on Lease-Lend Bill. 


Kennedy appeared before the 
committee to testify on the ad- 
ministration’s “lease-lend” bill for 
id to the British. In a radio ad- 
dress last week he expressed favor 
for the principle of giving the 
British all aid short of war but 
made it clear he regarded the bill 
as too drastic a grant of power to 
the President. 

Kennedy replied to other ques- 
tions that he would be perfectly 
willing to permit use of American 
ports by British warships for re- 


pairs and fueling, but that he was 
opposed to employing American/ 


aval vessels in convoy service, 
he latter would probably consti- 
tute an act of war, he explained, 
‘I would be in favor of using 
our warships for convoy duty,” he 
said, “if I could be assured that 
the sinking of such a ship with 
American sailors would not make 
the Americans so angry they would 
insist on going to war. That ques- 
tion could not rise through the 
opening of American ports to Brit- 
ish naval vessels.”

The robber dashed out the east 
‘door of the banking room into the 
lobby of the Missouri Pacific Build- 
ing, on the first floor of which 
the bank is situated. No one saw 
where he went from there. He left 
behind a new brief case and a note 
which he had shoved at the teller. 

The note read: “This is a holdup. 
Hand it over fast and you won't 
be kiJled. I mean ‘bus.’” Below 
was a notation that the robber 
wanted the money in denominations 
of 20 dollar bills, 10’s and 5s. 

Thirolfs alarm was transmitted 
to Police Headquarters by a tele- 
graph service and within a few 
moments police swarmed into the 
bank and a description of the hold- 
up man was broadcast. 


Waits in Line. 


There were only two or three 
customers in the bank when the 
man entered and most employes 
were at lunch. ee ee cad 

The robber stood at Thirolf’s cage 
for several minutes waiting for an- 
other customer to move on. 

“When he stepped up to the win- 
dow he pushed agbrief Case toward 
me, with the note on top,” Thirolf 
told a. Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“Then he said, ‘Never mind read- 
ing the note, this is a holdup. Hand 
over some money.’ He drew an au- 
tomatic pistol and held it on the 
counter. ‘ 

“I said, ‘I haven’t got any big 
money; you'll have to go next 
door,’ meaning the next window. 
He insisted that I give him the 
‘big money,’ and I kept trying to 
stall him off. Finally I saw he 
was getting desperate, so I picked 
up a package of $1 bills which I 
thought I would give him. At the 
same time I stepped on the alarm 
button and jumped out of range. 


“Fired Shot and Ran.” 


“With that, he reached over the 
top of the glass cage, fired one 
shot and ran out.” 

The cage is about five and a 
half feet high. It’s window is 
barred. The blullet passed between 
bars at the rear of the cage, hit 
the floor a foot and a half outside 
the cage and ricocheted up, glanc- 
ing off a desk. 

Lloyd Kamp, a clerk for the Gen- 
eral American Life Insurance Co., 
who had been at Thirolf’s window 
ahead of the robber, said the man 
was about 26 years old, 6 feet 1 ingh 
tall, weighing about 200 pounds, of 
light complexion. He wore a tan 
camel’s hair overcoat, brown hat 
and shoes and a gray tweed suit. 

A bank cashier said there was 
about $6000 in Thirolf’s cage. 
Thirolf, who lives at 5872 Cates 
avenue, customarily handles pay- 
rolls.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP).— 
John G. Winant, one-time Repub-

Roosevelt, it was said, decided 
that Winant had the respect of all 
classes of people and that he would 
make an ideal diplomat under the 
trying conditions of war and post- 
war rehabilitation. 

Kennedy, who tendered his resig- 
nation some time ago, was report- 
ed to have been informed of 
Winant’s selection and to have 
expressed no objection.

Authoritative reports said the 
President probably would send the 
nomination to the Senate in a few 
days, and well-informed leaders on 
Capitol Hill said there was little 
doubt that he would be confirmed

At 36, he was elected Governor 
of New Hampshire, and then was 
the youngest Governor in the coun- 
try. He was re-elected for a sec- 
ond and third term, but declined 
a fourth on the ground that others 
should have an: opportunity to hold 
the office.

and unconstitutional methods in 
connection with the contest for the 
governorship.” 

The Governor said he signed, im- 
mediately on receiving it, the res- 
olution providing for the payment 
of relief and pension funds, but 
the funds were being held up by 
the State Auditor and State Treas- 
urer, 

“T have no criticism to make 
of them (Auditor and Treasurer) 
for holding up these funds,” the 
Governor said. “It is necessary 
for them to be assured that the 
resolutions will afford them pro- 
tection as to, their legal right to 
pay out State funds.”

Leaders Doubtful of Course. 


Senate and House leaders, uncer 
tain of the temper of the Demo- 
cratic legislators after a long week- 
end adjournment at home with 
their constituents, are undeter- 
mined as to the course to be fol- 
lowed, although Democratic lead- 
ers are demanding they carry on 
with the original plan, in defiance 
of the Stark veto. The next move 
rests with caucuses of the two 
houses. 

The McKittrick opinion gave the 
backers of the Democratic State 
Committee scheme the consolation 
of an official declaration. that 
Stark’s veto of the much criticised 
“investigation-contest” resolution 
was a nullity and void, as construed 
by the Attorney General. | 

But it stopped “cold” the spon- 
sors of the scheme in any attempt 
to finance from the State Treasury 
the plan to keep Donnell out of of- 
fice and to seat instead his defeated 
Democratic opponent, Lawrence 
McDaniel, unless they can obtain 
passage by the Legislature of an 
appropriation act, as required by 
the Constitution. In fact, it appar- 
ently blocked the inguiry as planned 
for lack of funds. 

An appropriation act must be 
signed by Stark, who already has 
turned thumbs down on the Demo- 
cratic State Committee plan for a 
partisan-controlled, State-financed 
contest to seat McDaniel and side- 
track Donnell.

transportation charge of 66 cents. 
Similar material, acceptable as to 
quality by the State Highway De- 
partment, has been offered at 80 
cents a ton, with 28 cents for trans- 
portation charges, by St. Louis 
County quarries, 

Windle explained his firm was 
unable to take advantage of the 
lower price because it has an agree- 
ment to employ AFL labor and his 
workmen will not handle or work 
with CIO produced materials. All 
quarries in St. Louis County are 
manned by workers affiliated with 
the CIO Quarrymen’s International 
Union, 

The paving is to cost $300,000 and 
Windle’s contract calls for grade 
separations costing a _ similar 
amount. Crushed limestone, re- 
placing gravel in the concrete mix- 
ture, was specified for the first 
time, on this job, by the State 
Highway Department.

‘The ‘necessity for going to all 
this trouble will be obviated if a 
numbering plan, originated by Ray 
E. Fee of Omaha, Nebraska, and to 
be recommended for adoption by 
the Missouri Valley Conference by 
Artie Eilers of Washington Uni- 
versity, commissioner of officials. 

By this method of numbering, the 
spectator will know instantly what 
position the player, either one in 
the game or a substitute, plays by 
the number he wears. 

Simple System. 

Basically, the system is very sim- 
ple. All numbers will consist of 
two digits. Now, the last figure in 
the number of all centers would be 
zero so that all the centers on 
both squads would be numbered 
0, 10, 20, 30, 40 and so on. The 
guards would have Number 1 as 
the last figure. Right guards, 
would have an even number in front 
of the “1”, and thus would be num- 
bered 21, 41, 61, 81, etc. Left guards,

forth, 


Now,-the tackles would have “2” 
as, their distinguishing mark and, 
on the right side of the line this 
would be preceded by an even num- 
ber s0 =a the right tackles would 
carry 22, 42, 62 or 82.

in front, carry 12, 32, 52 or 72. 
The same system applies to the 
ends who are distinguished by a

As there is only one quarterback, 
he would wear a “4” with any num- 
ber, odd or even, in front.

“Six” would distinguish the fullback 
with, as in the case of the quarter, 
any number in front of it.

The one sees Petain as a com- 
bination of Paul von Hindenburg 
and George Washington. At the 
moment of his country’s deepest 
misfortune, in the depths of a de- 
feat he had been unable to avoid, 
amid the ruins of an entire gov- 
ernment, this hero threw himselt 
and his immense prestige into the 
task of saving what could be saved 
of France.

Not Pro Anyone. 


Petain’s provisional government 
ls no more Fascist than the victo- 
tious Powers demand; it aims at a 
national renewal which everyone 
admits France needs. While accept- 
ing economic co-operation with vic- 
torious Germany, necessary if the 
French are to keep alive, he has 
refused any military co-operation 
against his country’s late ally, Brit- 
ain. Above all, the Marshal's Gov- 
ernment is neither pro-Axis nor 
pro-British; it is simply French. 


In the other view, which finds 
many to share it in the American 
capital, Petain’s figure is decidedly 
less luminous. He is charged with 
having been for years the center of 
the reactionary near-Fascist move- 
ment in France. It is stated he 
was, if not the secret leader, at 
least the inspirer and protector of 
the plot against the republic by the 
“Cagoulards” or cowled men. It is 
charged he worked against the ill- 
fated Spanish republic, and came to 
a sort of alliance with the Fascist 
Gen. Francisco Franco. It is be- 
lieved he was indirectly in touch 
with the Germans through their 
chief agent in France, Otto Abetz. 
It is whispered that he “treason- 
ably” kept contact with the Ger- 
mans, all during the first months of 
the war. 

And, as if this were not enough, 
Petain is accused of having not 
really wanted to see the present 
war won lest French democracy 
be perpetuated and strengthened; 
of having seized eagerly the fact 
of defeat and sought, not to wipe 
it out but merely to limit it by 
shamelessly purchasing peace from 
the conquerors; of having broken 
his word to the British Ambassa- 
dor at Bordeaux; of having elimi- 
nated from the new French forces 
permitted by the Germans every- 
thing that was freedom-loving or 


jopposed to Fascism. In other 


words, Petain is made out to be 
anything but a fine public servant. 

But what interests Washington 
is less what the Marshal has done, 
or is doing, in the expectancy of 
a German victory, than what he 
will do once he understands that 
this country does not intend to per- 
mit Britain to be beaten. Will he 
then push North Africa into the 
arms of the British? Or will he 
go over entirely to the Germans? 
Is he on the point of 
going as far with the Germans as 
the French people, who detest Hit- 
ler, will permit? Can he persuade 
them that only by actively helping 
Germany can France survive? Can 
he keep their still deep suspicion 
of Britain alive? In other words, 
is he, in point of fact, the hidden

BELFAST, Jan. 21. 

ORTHERN Ireland has so far 
Nescape the material destruc- 

tion which Europe and Britain 
have suffered, but its economic life 
has been dealt a serious blow by 
the war. 
While German bombs have left 
houses and factories untouched, 
German domination of Europe has 
deprived Ulster linen mills of 70 
per cent of their flax and German 
U-boats have played havoc with ex- 
ports—the life blood of Northern 
Ireland. 
The linen, ropemaking and _ to- 
bacco industries have been particu- 
larly hard hit by the war. Ship- 
building and agriculture alone have 
survived and expanded. 
Increase in farm acreage, higher 
prices for their cattle, milk, butter, 
eggs and sheep have helped Ulster 
farmers considerably.’ But, as 40 
per cent of Ulster’s population of 
just under 1,250,000 live in Belfast, 
Londonderry, Lisburn and Bangor 
—all manufacturing towns — the 
shortage of raw materials, especial- 
ly flax, has sent unemployment 
skyrocketing. | 


Little War Industry. 


And the Ulster Government’s 
principal complaint is Britain’s 
failure to convert Ulster factories 
into war industries. With the ex- 
ception of an aircraft factory, or- 
ders for Home Guard uniforms and 
barrage balloons, and small muni- 
tions works, no new factories have 
been built or war orders placed in 
Ulster. 

Flax for Ulster’s linen mills was 
imparted before the war, chiefly 
from Russia and the Baltic States. 
None is now available from there. 
Efforts are being made to increase 
home-grown flax, but the harvest 
of 218,000 acres is the minimum re- 
quired to keep the mills going. At 
the moment, it is hoped to place 
100,000 acres in crops. But there is 
no assurance that the British Min- 
istry of Supply will allocate all this 
to Ulster mills. Much may be need- 
ed for Lancashire. 

On Jan. 14 the Ulster Parliament 
received a report og unemployment 
whcih demanded the erection of 
flax factories and the adoption of 
new methods for increasing flax 
production. The report, although 
produced by the Government whip, 
was highly critical of the Govern- 
ment and particularly of the Brit- 
ish Government. The British Gov- 
ernment, it said, was subsidizing 
the construction of flax factories 
in’ Britain. These factories, it 


ladded, would probabdy be handed 


over to private enterprise ofter the 
war, constituting dangerous compe- 
tition to the Ulster industry. 


Charge of Discrimination. 


“Were Northern Ireland contribu- 
tions being used to build up com- 
petitive British industries?” it was 
asked in Parliament. 

In the debate which followed, one 
member stated: 

“If Northern Ireland is part of 
the United Kingdom, it has not 
been treated as such by the people 
in London.” 

Over 37 per cent of the linen 
workers and those in allied indus- 
tries are today unemployed. In 
Britain, many of these would have 
been reabsorbed into wartime in- 
dustries. Some of Ulster’s unem- 
ployed have found employment in 
Britain. 

Many others would have been 
conscripted in Britain. When the 
military Services Act was passed 
by the British Parlament, Ulster 
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was excluded from its provisions. 
All recruitment in Ulster is volun- 
tary. In Britain, it is becoming 
rarer and rarer to see young men 
not in uniform. In Ulster young 
civilians are to be seen everywhere. 
A very large number of men have 
volunteered and .Ulster has de- 
nounced its exclusion fromrv con- 
scription. _Premier John Millar An- 
drews stated on Jan. 8: 7 
“The Ulster Government made 
strong representations to the Brit- 
ish Cabinet that Northern Ireland 
should be included in the conscrip- 
tion scheme.” 

Question of Eire. 

Whether, as it is rumored in Bel- 
fast, the Eire Government informed | 
London that it would regard it as 
an unfriendly act if Ulster were 
subject to conscription, or not, is 
impossible to say. More likely the 
British Government realized, as 
franker Ulstermeéen will admit, that 
it would be impossible’ to enforce 
conscription owing to-the large Na- 
tionalist minority (those favoring 
union with Eire). 

Certainly, a fair proportion of 
Ulster’s manpower is serving with 
the British forces. Many of them 
are in the British navy and mer- 
chant. marine. This, and heavy 
shipping losses, have increased U]- 
ster’s bitterness over treaty ports 
—the three Irish ports which the 
British . Navy formerly used, but 
which were handed back to Lire in 
1938. 

“Do you wonder we are bitter 
when our young men are being 
drowned every day because the 
British Navy cannot use those ports 
to protect shipping?” is the com- 
ment of Loyalist Ulstermen. 
Responsible Ulstermen only 
blame the British Government for 
giving up the ports. 

“You can scarcely expect Pre- 
mier Eamon de Valera to hand 
them back. It was a profound mis- 
take of the British ever to give 
them up.” 

And they said, “If the British 
Government ever takes them back 
by force, there will be a. terrible 
civil war.”

ported.in diplomatic quarters here 
today when it become known that 
the Yugoslav Ambassador to Tur- 
key, Elia. Shumenkovic, had re- 
turned here secretly for a confer- 
ence with Regent Prince Paul. The 
negotiations were lent added im- 
portance by the fact that the Am- 
bassador’s presence, although ascer- 
tained beyond question, was denied 
in official quarters. 

It is presumed that the Yugoslav 
envoy brought his Government de- 
tails of the British offer made in 
the recent British-Turkish military 
talks. It was considered extremely 
likely that the Turks, in dealing 
with the British, had asked that 
an effort be made for a broader 
anti-Nazi front in the Balkans be- 
fore committing themselves to en- 
tering on a campaign outside Asia. 
Instead of dealing directly with 
the Yugoslavs, it was suggested, 
the British are using their pros- 
pective ally, with whom military 
and territorial objectives are al- 
ready clear, as a go-between. 


Military Pledge Needed. 


The Yugoslav reception of such 
an offer depends partly upon how 
far the Turks have already gone, 
partly on the specific British as- 
sistance pledged, and partly on the 
attitude of wavering Bulgaria. The 
British do not yet dominate the 
Adriatic Sea, which represents 
Yugoslavia’s exposed Italian flank, 
although they control the Aegean, 
Turkey’s flank. 

Thus a pledge of naval assistance 
means much to Turkey but prac- 
tically nothing to Yugoslavia. 
What Yugoslavia must have in or- 
der@o listen to a British offer is 
a pledge of military assistance, 
and in this connection it is noted 
that Greece still officially denies 
that there are British troops or 
motorized units on the present 
fighting fronts, thus leaving fu- 
ture military assistance in the Cen- 
tral Balkans very much a ques 
tion mark. 


What is considered more prob- 
able -here is that Britain is trying 
to persuade Turkey and Yugosla- 
via, each of which is stronger than 
Bulgaria, to line up with their re- 
luctant and territorially dissatis- 
fied neighbor and form a defensive 
chain from Croatia to the Golden 
Horn. Sucr an alliance would 
have to be dealt from the strong 
Turkish~end first. Its purpose 
could not be to fight the Nazis, 
for no Balkan nation is ready to 
do that, but to entangle them so 
completely in political negotiations 
and buck-passing that their strik- 
ing aims become bewildered. 


Bulgaria Big Problem. 


In the Bulgarian middle link, it 
is a question whether the out- 
spoken attitude against invasion or 
exploitation, taken Sunday by the

‘Germany to Have Industrial Monopoly and 
to Create Single Moral, Religious, Social 
and Political Bloc, Even to Control of 
Birth Rate—If It Wins War. 


The Nazi structure will be based, 
just as the victory which will 
have made it possible will be based, 
on the alliance of Germany, Italy 
and Japan. Russia may or may not 
join. the alliance.. Even France 
and England might join it. ‘All 
the rest of Europe will have to 
join it. 

The Reich will, of course, rule 
Europe. If the Italians or any 
other peoples are admitted to part- 
nership, they will obtain only ju- 
nior partnerships. They may not 
be admitted at all. . 

Some of the countries of Europe 
the Reich will rule openly, as it is 
already ruling Poland. Others it 
will rule through local puppet Nazi 
regimes of the stripe of the Quis- 
ling party in Norway and the 
Mussert Bund in Holland. 


Complete Monopoly. 


The Nazis will make this new 
Europe into a single, regional econ- 
omy. Germany will have a monop- 
oly, or a virtual monopoly, of fi- 
nance, trade, shipping, heavy in- 
dustry, the manufacture—and Dear- 
ing—of arms, and of radio, the 
press and all communications. 

The roads and railways of the 
continent will be centered and con- 
trolled from Berlin. 

There will be no use for gold in 
this regional economy unless and 
until the Nazis get some of it from 
somewhere else. Pending such a 
time, the German mark will be 
the dominating currency, at a rate 
of exchange against other curren- 
cies fixed, naturally, by the Nazis. 
Customs. unions will be set up 
with such of the countries of Eu- 
rope as have standards of living 
higher than that which previously 
obtained in the Reich. This. will 
naturally cause higher standards 
to sink to that in Germany. 
Price levels will be manipulated 
so as to adjust living standards in 
general to the levels the Nazis 
consider desirable. The German 
standard will, of course, be the 
highest. 


“Colonies” of Reich. 


The other nations of the conti- 
nent will be “reconstructed” into 
colonies for the Reich. They will 
provide raw materials, markets, a 
cheap labor supply, army, navy and 
air bases, and good governing jobs 
for the Nazis. 

Enormous numbers of workmen 
will be shipped into Germany from 
these countries, some to do seasonal 
work and some for indefinite pe- 
riods. is will have the extra 
advantage, from the Nazi point of 
view, that the men of the subject

Single Trading Unit. 

Each individual firm, in the rest 
of the world, in other words, will 
have to bargain with the combined, 
united buying and selling power of 
all Europe, wielded by the Nazis. 
And the Nazis will also have the 
military and political power to force 
Europe to deal this way, whereas 
no other power on earth can force 
another continent to accept the pri- 
vations and the regimentation nec- 
essary to do so. 

“After the victorious conclusion 
of the war, we shall use the same 
methods in economic policy that 
have brought about the great eco- 
nomic successes of the pre-war pe- 
riod, and more particularly those 
of the war itself,” Dr. Walther Funk, 
Nazi president of the Reichsbank 
and Minister of Economics, has 
publicly stated. 

Morally, religiously, socially and 
politically, Europe will also be 
forged into a single bloc, equally 
Nazi in character. 

Jews will be rounded up, usually

‘Ss as a St. Louisan, I feel that 
the city would suffer an irreplaceable 
loss were the old Custom House razed, 
a loss which would remove one of the 
city’s most invaluable historic land- 
marks. 

“Speaking as Postmaster of the City 
of St. Louis, and on behalf of the en- 
tire personnel of the St. Louis Postoffice, 
I feel that the postal service would be 
deprived of one of its oldest tangible 
traditions.” 

I join again with a great number of 
fellow citizens in the hope that some 
feasible plan can be devised for the 
preservation of this historic Federal 
structure in St. Louis.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S TRIBUTE TO DEMOCRACY. 

It was doubtless with deliberation that President 
Roosevelt abandoned the controversial, sometimes de- 
fiant, declarations on domestic affairs that had 
marked his first two inaugural addresses, to devote 
his precedent-breaking third to eulogizing democra- 
cy, the philosophy and the plan of life which Amer- 
leans everywhere unite in devotion. In a time when 
national unity is more vitally important than ever 
before, when free institutions are being tested all 
over the world, his deeply felt tribute to democracy 
was a reminder and a.rallying cry to the people. 

The President warned of the dangers from with- 
out, against which the nation is building the most 
powerful defenses in its history. But he did not for- 
get the dangers from within, for he referred to Amer- 
ica’s uncompleted internal tasks: “that we must 
more greatly build the security and the opportunity 
and the knowledge of every citizen, in the manner 
justified by the resources and the capacity of the 
land.” Yet, because we have come to accept the 
privileges of freedom as an old story, the President 
summoned the citizens to greater concern for the 
spirit of democracy, without which, as he truly said, 
material gains count for nothing. 

As he embarked upon the crucial years of his 
third term, a period of leadership such as has been 
entrusted to no other executive, the President dedi- 
cated himself and the people to preservation of Amer- 
ican democracy. Every citizen earnestly wishes for

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POSTMASTER JACKSON ON THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 

The protest from Postmaster W. Rufus Jackson 
which appears in our letter column today is an im- 
portant contribution to the movement to save the 
old Custom House, whose interior is now being torn 
out by order of the National Park Service. Mr. 
Jackson’s letter shows that he has been on guard 
for this historic public building for three years and 
that the decision in Washington last week to wreck 
it was in the face of his well-stated case. 

The demolition is proceeding, but it has not yet 
reached a serious stage, as members of the William 
Clark Society, an organization of St. Louisans inter- 
ested in the preservation of historic sites and local 
antiquities, found when they made a special trip. to 
the riverfront yesterday afternoon. This group also 
called on Julian C. Spotts, new supervisor of the me- 
morial project, to ask for reeonsideration of the de- 
cision, pending further study of sentiment and means 
for fitting the building into riverfront plans. 

The more this wrecking order is considered, the 
more out of harmony with the traditions and meth- 
ods of the National Park Service it becomes.

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WISE SUPREME COURT DECISION. 

The United States Supreme Court has acted wisély 
in invalidating the Pennsylvania alien registration 
law. The constitutional basis given by Justice Black 
is adequate. When Congress passed the 1940 Alien 
Registration Act, it provided for the enrollment of 
aliens in every state in the Union. Pennsylvania’s 
previously enacted State statute was rendered un- 
necessary. The Federal Government had done for 
the entire country what Pennsylvania had done for 
its own jurisdiction. 

The practical arguments support the constitutional 
one. The aim of the United States is to bring its 
aliens into American citizenship. If the Federal Gov- 
ernment requires them to register and to report from 
time to time, to be fingerprinted and otherwise to 
submit to national authority, that is sufficient. © Cer- 
tainly nothing of importance would be added by hav- 
ing the separate states duplicate this activity. 

On the contrary, such duplication would suggest 
harassment of the aliens in our midst. Many would 
receive the impression that the United States does 
not want them and be discouraged in their otforts to 
obtain citizenship status.

N his message to Congress on the state 
| ot the Union, President Roosevelt made 

passing reference to something ‘many ob- 
servers have pointed out concerning the 
present war in Europe. 

This was all Mr. Roosevelt said directly 
about it: 

“Certainly this is no time for any of us 
to stop thinking about the social and eco- 
nomic problems which are the root cause 
of the social revolution which is today a 
supreme factor in the world.” 

We take it that the President meant what 
others have said more specifically — that 
the present war is not just another war, 
but is at bottom a revolution, which is 
spreading farther and farther over the 
world. 

Well, who are the revolutionists; and 
since we've at least got one arm in the 
war on one side, where do we line up in 
the picture of this revolution? 

There is one economic revolution which 
has ignored national boundaries since the 
World War, though it has taken different 
forms in different countries. We mean the 
revolution against unchecked private enter- 
prise, and in the direction of totalitarian- 
ism—state control of the individual and 
of business. 

This revolution broke first and went 
farthest in Russia in 1917. The Bolshe- 
viks, seizing power in Russia’s wartime 
chaos, set out to destroy private enterprise 
and initiative altogether, and to make 
everybody and everything the property of 
the state. 

Most western observers thought Russian 
Sovietism would crack up of its own 
weight, as an impossible experiment. But 
Soviet Russia still goes rolling along — 
bumpily and not too happily, it is true, 
but it hasn’t caved in. That would indi- 
cate that there is something sound about 
it somewhere. 

Italy went totalitarian in 1922, with Mus- 
solini’s march on Rome; Germany in 1933, 
when Hitler came to power. Neither of 
these countries has become quite as to- 


talitarian as Russia, but compared with 
the United States or Great Britain or pre- 
defeat France, they are very, very statist 
indeed. 

Even so, the United States since Mr. 
Roosevelt’s first inauguration in 1933 has 
been going toward totalitarianism. The 
various alphabetical agencies and other 
New Deal measures have given the Gov- 
ernment far more control over the indi- 
vidual and business than it ever had be- 
fore. If we get into the war officially, 
we'll go 100 per cent totalitarian for the 
duration, and we'll most likely stay pretty 
much totalitarian afterward. 

Mr. Roosevelt recognized this drift when 
he said in, the same speech: 

“Since the beginning of our American 
history we have been engaged in change, 
in a perpetual, peaceful revolution, a revo- 
lution which goes on steadily, quietly, ad- 
justing itself to changing conditions with- 
out the concentration camp or the quick- 
lime in the ditch.” 

But the present war began as a revolu- 
tion against the Versailles Treaty. It con- 
tinues as such; and this revolution has 
been highly successful to date. 

In this revolution, Great Britain and the 
United States appear to be the counter- 
revolutionists. At least, they want to re- 
store the ancient regime. 

Great Britain, in so far as its states- 
men have specified its war aims at all, is 
committed to restoration of all the little 
artificial or economically unjustified coun- 
tries the Versailles Treaty set up, and of 
all the weak ones it shored up—the same 
countries Hitler has been tearing down in 
his revolution against Versailles. , 

The United States as Britain’s ally in 
all but name is presumably committed to 
the same counter-revolution. 

It’s quite a situation for us to find our- 
selves in—for one revolution and forninst 
another revolution at the same time. It 
would become an even more interesting sit- 
uation if the two revolutions should turn 
out to be somehow intertwined at bottom.

Many home 
sites in the suburbs now, even the 
newer districts, average no more 
than 7500 square feet and many are 
smaller. 

Provisions for the unincorporated 
part of the township are: 

Small farms (total of about 1500 
acres), minimum of three acres, 
generally west of Lindbergh boule- 
vard and north of Olive Street 
road, 

Country homes (total of about 
4000 acres), minimum of two acres, 
most of the western part of the 
township, west of Lindbergh boule- 
vard, 

Residences—minimum of _ 20,000 
acres), Minimum of one acre, gen- 
erally east of Lindbergh. 

Residence—minimum of 20,000 
square feet, north of Olivette. 

Multiple dwelling—the Washing- 
ton University campus, not in any 
town. 

Commerce—the principal high- 
way intersections, 

Industry—property facing the 
Rock Island Railroad and a short 
connecting stretch of the Terminal 
Railroad. 

The industrial zone would not in- 
clude the long, little-used stretch of 
the Missouri Pacific’s Creve Coeur 
branch line, in view of the possi- 
bility this may eventually be aban- 
doned. Present industrial and com- 
mercial uses there and elsewhere 
in the township eventually would 
have to be abandoned—those exist- 
ing before 1920, by 1960; those es- 
tablished since 1920, by 1970, 

Clayton Township includes Uni- 
versity City, Clayton, Ladue and 
several smaller incorporated sub- 
urbs.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann of St. Louis, 
here for President Roosevelt’s in- 
augural, said he was hopeful of 
obtaining approval today fora WPA 
grant providing for redrrangement 
of the runways at Lambert Field. 

Dickmann was to confer with 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
Robert H. Hinckley, who is in 
charge of the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. Hinckley must ap- 
prove the WPA application if it is

The Mayor said the estimated 
cost of rearranging the- runways 
was $1,500,000. Rearrangement was 
made necessary by location of a 
new Curtiss-Wright plant on the 
field. A main runway must be 
moved 500 feet to the south and 
a second runway must also be 
moved as well as snlarged, accord- 
ing to Dickmann. 

Some doubts of approval were 
expressed at the Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration, however, where it was 
pointed out that the St. Louis fund 
would of necessity have to come 
from the $40,000,000 set aside under 
the defense program for enlarge- 
ment of present airports and con- 
struction of new fields. This entire 
sum has been allocated, virtually all 
of it going to air centers on the 
Atlantic or Pacific Coasts. 

It was said also that certain proj- 
ects to which funds had been as- 
signed have failed to get under 
way and perhaps the allocation 
would be rescinded.

fense effort soon will. be tied into 
the American defense program. 
The massive economic strength of 
the United.States has not yet been 
seriously exploited to embarass the 
dictatorships and aid the democra- 
cies. But when our economic weap- 
ons have been taken down from 
the wall, we finally shall have em- 
barked on an all-out policy of ‘aid 
to the democracies by every meth- 
od short of war. 


Although the use of economic 
iweapons has been su often, 
and by many leading members of 
the administration, until recently 
the State Department opposed the 
project. The department feared the 
grave potential repercussions in in- 
ternational politics. Now, however, 
it ig authoritatively understood 
that Secretary of State Hull Las 
given his approval, on the strict 
condition that. no economic axes 
will be swung without the depart- 
ment’s advice and consent. 


Hull’s condition is sensible, since 
careful management will be need- 
ed to avoid trouble. For example, 
the worst leak into Germany today 
is along the trans-Siberian Rail- 
road, which is carrying about 20,- 
000 tons a week of copper, fats, cot- 
ton and special war metals like 
tungsten and molybdenum, Yet it 
is desirabile not to disturb our 
present relations with Russia. Stop- 
ping the other main leak, the air- 
plane transportation of special war 
metals from South America to Af- 
rica, is also a delicate problem. 
And freezing all foreign assets in 
this country; which will be part of 
the economic defense system, must 
be done in a way to avoid driving 
the Japanese into an immediate at- 
tack on The Netherlands Indies or 
Singapore. 


Five Methods. 


F the pitfalls in the way are 
| snrewary skirted, an economic de- 

fense system can be immensely 
effective. Fortunately, the skele- 
ton of such a system already ex- 
ists, and needs only to be animated 
and clothed with muscle by a s- 
idential order co-ordinating the use 
of several unrelated governmental 
powers. There are présent powers 
for each of the five methods of 
economic attack. 


(1) Freezing controls: The Treas- 
ury long ago began freezing the 
American assets of nations occu- 
pied by Germany. A general freez- 
ing order is in prospect, after which 
no nation will be able to use its 
funds in this country except under 
Treasury license. Licenses will be 
freely granted to Britain and its 
allies, and for the present, where 
export embargoes do not stand in 
the way, to Japan. But the screws 
can be applied at any moment to 
any nation, as it seems advisable, 
and naturally will be applied at 
once to Italy and Germany. The 
Italians and Germans, fearing a 
freezing order, even now are taking 
such cash as they can out of this 
country in satchelsfull for deposit 
in South America. 


(2) Monetary controls: Monetary 
controls may be exercised through 
the stabilization fund, or by simple 
inter-governmental lending. The 
Chinese loan, by which this country 
will get Chinese tungsten in return 
for support of the Chinese currency, 
is an example of the kind of deal 
that can be made. The even more

What will happen in the Western

Power pact openly promiseg them 
aid and comfort. 

Germans, Italians and Japanese

Role of United States. 


What does the United States do? 

The American fleet is necessarily

Does the United States intervene 
to protect the liberties of pastors, 
liberals, labor union leaders and 
women and children in Europe?

Easy Prey to 
Skin Diseases

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


KIN disease naturally affects 

the exposed parts of the body 

more often and in a different 
way from ahy other part of the 
Sun, wind and: germs can 
attack the hands and face without 
encountering the defenses of cloth- 
ing and, of course, these parts of 
the skin are subject to the same 
diseases as the rest. The hands 
are more vulnerable than the skin 
of the face because they are al- 
ways poking into danger spots 
where the skin may be broken or 
cut. The hands are also more like- 
ly to be affected by dermatitis due 
to soap. The kinds. of skin erup- 
tions on the hands have been de- 
scribed under eight headings, which 
we will review: 

Redness, or erythema, of the 
skin of the hands is usually due to 
a dermatitis of some kind. In most 
instances it is a contact dermatitis. 


' Many are due to medicines that 


are put on the hands; others are 
due to occupational exposure to 
irritating chemicals, Other forms 
of erythema on the hands are due 
to sun rays, X-rays or erysipelas- 
like eruptions. 

Macules, or red spots, on the 
hands usually come from drug 
eruptions (bromides or barbitu- 
rates) or chronic infections and 
sometimes chilblains show in this 
fashion. 

Papules, or lumps, are in most 
instances due to scabies or the 
itch. The best treatment for the 
itch is the Danish 24-hour treat- 
ment: 

*1,. Cleansing bath, soap and brush. 
Dry thoroughly. 

2. Rub carefully with ointment 
whole body except scalp and face. 
Oointment must cover all skin, but 
hard rubbing is neither required 
nor desirable. 

3. Wait 15 minutes to give oint- 
ment time to get into skin, then 
go to bed. 

4. In 24 hours, cleansing bath 
and fresh underclothing. 

5. Sterilize all clothing coming 
in contact with skin, preferably by 
boiling. This includes both bed 
and body clothing. , 

6. Do not repeat treatment with- 
out instructions. 

7. Every other member of the 
family who itches should be ex- 
amined. 

Vesicles, or blisters, may also be 
due to the itch or to pustular infec- 
tions or ‘plant contacts (primrose 
dermatitis). Don‘t forget the pos- 
sibility of chickenpox. Stopping up 


of the sweat glands (dyshidrosis) 


will also produce little vesicles. 
We will take up the other dis- 
eases of the hands tomorrow.

HE Sunday school students of 
West Presbyteriari Church were 
slightly dismayed when the Rev- 


erend William B. Lampe asked.

That was 50 years in the 
future, and a long time away, they 
thought. It was a long time to 
look ahead, Dr. Lampe admitted, 
but they had with them a feacher 
who could look back on 50 years in 
which she had never once swerved 
from her worthy purpose, Mrs, Ed- 
mund O. Pope, who had just com- 


pleted 50 years of teaching in the — 


Same Sunday school. 


“And with that he gave me a cor- 
Sage-bouquet of 50 gorgeous red 
carnations,” Mrs. Pope told us later, 
“and he said he’d like to give me 
100 for 100 years of service. Every- 
one made speeches—I had to make 
one, too—and I felt very honored. 
I never expected such an ovation.” 

Handsome, white-haired Mrs. 
Pope, who gives her age as “over 
70,” has actually been a Sunday 
school teacher more than 50 years, 
as she taught for a year before go- 
ing to West Presbyterian. 

“It was just a tiny church when 
I came here,” she recalled, “but it 
certainly grew. I met Mr. Pope at 
the first reception I ever went. to in 
the church—I was Miss Moody then 
and we were the first young peo- 
ple to be married there. We were 
married on New Year's day, 1894, 
47 years ago. 

“I’ve taught four generations at 
the church, in my 50 years. My 
first class was a class of girls not 
much younger than I was. Re- 
cently, I went to visit my niece in 
Scarsdale, N. Y., and she told me 
of a woman who wanted to see me 
while I was there. We went to visit 
her, and I saw this tall, gray-haired 
woman with grandchildren nearly 
as tall as she was. She was one of 
my first Sunday school scholars. 


“I remember some of our early 
members very well. Mr. Moses 
Greenwood, a prominent St. Louis- 
an, was our Sunday school super- 
intendent, and there was Dr. Nel- 
son, who founded the church. When 
he came to the Cabanne district, 
the people were holding church at 
each other’s homes. Then some- 
one donated the land and they put 
up a small building in the midst 
of a woods. We lived in a brick 
house across from the Hamilton 
Hotel, which was in an apple or- 
chard, and -it was just country all 
around. There were kerosene 
lamps, and the men used to carry 
lanterns when we went to church 
at night, because you had to walk 
on steppings stones and if you 
missed one you'd go down in the 
mud.” 

In spite of the changes in the 
Maple avenue neighborhood of the 
church, Mrs. Pope doesn’t think the 
Sunday school itself has changed 
much. 

“I think Sunday schools are 
pretty much the same as they’ve 
always been,” she said. “We teach 
the same things, anyway. Of 
course, we have more departments 
in the schools now, and larger 
views on some subjects, and then, 
too, the young people have changed. 
They didn’t used to be as frivolous 
as they are now. Yes, I really 
think they are worse,” she insisted, 
“Why, when I was young, Vd have 
thought I was going straight to 
Hades, if Vd had a party on Sun- 
day, and now they seem to think 
nothing of it.” 

We didn’t take this condemnation 
too seriously, however. After all, 
you can’t think too harshly of

youth and still keep a class of 16 
and 17 year old girls interested in 
Sunday school as Mrs. Pope does. 


“I’ve taught all the departments 


and all ages except the old men,” 
she laughed, “and I hope to teach 
them some day. I like my present 
class very much and they seem to 
like me. Last Sunday, one of them 
said, ‘Mrs. Pope, you’re an inspira- 
tion to us,” and she meant it, too. 
And the day they had the celebra- 
tion for me, my girls sent me a 
telegram of congratulations that 
afternoon, just a few hours after 
they’d seen me. They come to me 
with their problems and speak to 
me of things they wouldn’t tell 
their parents. 

“I’ve found the way to gain the 
confidence of young people is to 
treat them with sympathy. Un- 
less you have sympathy you don’t 
have any business to teach them. 
You can’t close your eyes to 
things you think aren’t good for 
them, but you should not criticise 
them, and you shouldn’t expect 
them to follow the same rules you 
used when you were young. You 
have to make the right way attrac- 
tive if you want them to take it.

ing force. As woman gets older, 
it doesn’t drive her so hard but lets 
up the pace. And it’s fortunate 
that it does this, for she needs this 
let-up. 

When full maturity is reached, 
some women have “given up” and 
are frankly fat and over 40. They 
are thick through the hips, bust 
and waistline. It is typical to have, 
at this age, fat deposited over the 
hips and abdomen as the body's 
metabolism slows up. 

Good health calls for weight re- 


_ duction—now, more than ever. Too 


much fat is a definite health hazard 
and burden. : 
Weight reduction should be mod- 
erately slow, accomplished by 
means of a balanced diet—and not 
a starvation diet, either. And stren- 
uous exercising should be forbid- 
den. Your first step, then, is to see 
your doctor for a health check-up 
and to get a specially-prescribed- 
for-you diet.. Don’t go on a diet 
whose only recommendation is that 
a friend lost weight on it. 
Exercise should be gentle and 


general, begun gradually. Not for - 


out-of-trim muscles is the punish- 
ment of strenuous exercises. In 
fact, in the forties and after, it’s 
inadvisable to go in for any.calis- 
thenics without a doctor’s permis- 
sion, especially if one is unaccus- 
tomed to it. What such a person 
needs is moderate, sustained exer- 
cise such as walking a mile or more 
a day. She cannot exercise as reck- 
lessly as youngsters—her muscles 
are in worse shape and her body 
just can’t take it without a prelimi- 
nary and gradual “tuning-up.” Even 
then take it easy and get your doc- 
tor’s consent before you start any 
strenuous rolling and stretching 
and bending.

Economical Menus

HERE are people who, in order- 
T ing dinner, will always pass up 

any item with which they are 
not comfortably familiar, and these 
people never get around to trying 
Salisbury Steak. This is unfortunate, 
because it is simply ground beef, 
seasoned, shaped like a sirloin or 
porterhouse steak, and then broiled 
and baked. It looks like beefsteak 
and tastes like beefsteak, though 
the rump or chuck cuts which are 
usually used are much less expen- 
sive than any type of steak. In- 
troduce your family to this prac- 
tical meat so they will feel at home 
with it next time they meet it on a 
restaurant menu. 

Salisbury Steak. 

One and one-half pounds fresh- 
ground beef, chuck or rump; one 
and one-fourth teaspoons salt, pep- 
per to suit taste; two teaspoons 
grated onion; one egg, beaten; 
melted butter. 

Combine all ingredients except 
butter, mixing thoroughly but light- 
ly. On a buttered shallow baking 
pan, mold the meat into the shape 
of a sirloin or porterhouse steak, 
making it about one and one-fourth 
inches thick, and squaring edges so 
thickness will be uniform all over. 
Brush top and sides with melted 
butter and place in broiler, about 
two and one-half inches below 
source of heat. Broil until golden 
brown; then transfer to moderate 
oven (325 degrees) to finish cooking, 
which will take about 25 minutes 
longer, brushing once or twice with 
butter. Serve with more melted 
butter. Serves five.

South’s second bid was question- 
able. His hand was a “near-min- 
nie” and the fact that his spade 
king had been virtually marked as 
a full trick did not warrant a free 
rebid in the face of his partner's 
single raise which usually is more 
a “hold-open” courtesy than a sign 
of strength. In this case North’s 
two heart bid had happened to be 
conservative, hence when South 
voluntarily rebid, North was quite 
justified in going to game. Actually 
this turned out to be a successful 
venture, but only because of a slip 
in the defense. 

West opened his top spade. East 
won with the ace and promptly laid 
down the diamond king, following 
with a low diamond. West won the 
ace, and counting that declarer as 
well as his own partner was now 
out of diamonds, blindly shifted to a 
club. Declarer won, and led the 
queen of hearts. West covered, 
with a feeling of helplessness. The 
ace won, and on a heart return 
East’s nine and West’s 10 impo- 
tently fell under the jack. The 
rest of the hand was a laydown. 

It should have required very little 
imagination on West’s part to real- 
ize that there was precisely one 
chance to defeat the contract. On 
lead with the diamond ace, he 
should ‘have known that declarer 
and not East had the club ace. 
Declarer’s bids had already been 
revealed as pretty weak, and with 
all the cards accounted for it was 
unthinkable that declarer could be 
missing the club ace. Obviously, 
if East had the club queen, it could
